Israeli Arab city halls

NAZARETH - Israeli Arab leaders 
reacted angrily yesterday to what 
they described as the provocative 
anti-Arab crusade of deputy Knes- 
set Trey Meir Cohen-Avidov.

Cohen-Avidov has charged the 
mayors of Nazareth and Shfaram 
with breaking the law by not flying 
the Israeli flag from their respective 
municipal buildings. 

‘The fiery right-winger, who vis- 
ited the towns on Tuesday, subse- 
quently lodged complaints about the 
alleged offences. Police are 
investigating. 

Hei is cow touring other Israeli 
Arab towns and villages to check 
whether the law is being adhered to. 
It was Cohen-Avidov himself who 

pushed an ammendment through 
the Knesset which made it compul- 
sory for the national flag to be per- 
manently displayed on government 
and Jocal council buildings. Failure 
to do so is punishable by up to one 
year’s imprisonment. 

Nazareth deputy Mayor Ramez 
Jarizeh said the way Cohen-Avidov 
had “forced” his way into the town 


clerk's office had been a deliberate 
act of provocation. “It is not coinci- 
dental that Cohen-Avidov chose 
Nazareth, nor is the timing of his 
action, just prior to the Likud con- 
vention to chose its fist for the forth- 
coming elections,” said Jarizeh. 

Municipal secretary Saswan Fa- 
houn maintained that the Israeli flag 
was unfurled for Independence Day 
and other occasions. including visits 
by government ministers. “This is 
the same as other councils. I doubt 
very much, if you did a thorough 
survey, whether you would find the 
flag permanently displayed on all 
government buildings or municipal 
Offices in the Jewish sector. People 
just haven't bothered in the past,” 
he said. 

Shfaram Mayor Ibrihim Nimr 
Hussein said the Israeli flag normal- 
ly flew from the top of the council 
building. “We have no objection 
whatsover to displaying the national 
flag permanently because we be- 
lieve in the state as much, if ποῖ 
more, than Cohen-Avidov,” said 
Hussein. 

Cohen Avidov yesterday visited 
Ubmm el-Fabm and Baka el-Gha- 
bia and found no flags on the munic- 
ipal buildings. In all Jewish towns 
that he visited he found the flag on 
the buildings, he said.

. between two, or at most three, policy options associated with 
two or three major parties. Only in that way would the 
national majority be rid of the tyranny of minority parties, 
mainly religious, which block popularly desired legislation by 
threatening to throw their crucial weights now to this major 


The argument has not been left unchallenged. Democracy, | 
it has been said in rebuttal, is not only about efficiency but also 
about justice, and it is just that minority and even marginal 

. Viewpoints should be given representation. Wholly unrepre- 
sented their holders could be driven to anti-democratic ex- 
tremist action. Small parties may be a pain in a government's 
neck, but over the years they have supplied the Knesset with 
some of its best parliamentarians.

GOOD news is supposed not To be news at all. But that hoary 
old notion is long passe, and it is especially out of place at a 
time of pain and self-doubt and daily expectation of more of 
the same. In such a time, even the holding of a regular, annual 
ualify as good news. It is thus right that the 
opening of Hebrew Book Week should be hailed with satisfac-

The Week marks a boom in the production and sale of 
Hebrew-language books. There are 120 publishers of Hebrew 
books in the land, and they have produced a total of 13 million 
copies and 4,500 titles. two-thirds of them new, this past year. 
These figures would be dramatic in a rich country with a 
predominantly native population using a language which they 
knew from birth, and which was solidly established for centu- 
ties. The figures are phenomena! in the case of little Israel, 
where Hebrew was still struggling to establish itself only 70 
years ago, and where more than half the Jewish population of 
less than 4 million came as non-Hebrew 5, 

When television was brought to Israel, after the Six Day 
War, there were fears that, here as abroad, the fascination 

the “boob tube,” as its detractors call it, would kill the 
Israeli reading habit. Those fears have not been bore out. 
Pcople manage to combine TV-watching with reading, and no 
attrition of readership has been felt. Israel remains one of the 
very few countries around the world in which even poetry 
books are often runaway best-sellers. 

True, not everything is coming up roses in the book-publish- 
ing field. After a two-year period of what is now being 
described as over-production, which forced a number of pub- 
lishing houses to clase down, retrenchment is setting in. And 
while translators from foreign literatures celebrate the recent 
doubling of their base rate, Hebrew authors keep complaining

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- Security first — 


PRESIDENT REAGAN'S sermon- 
izing Israel that “It will never be 
secure without peace” is the sort of 
rather meaningless talk one has 
come to pe ce of late from one 
or another of his speech writers. More 
to the point was former president 
Richard Nixon's assessment in his 
new book, 1999 -- Victory Without 
War, that real peace is in effect “a 
means of living with unending con- 
flict." Hence, not only are peace 
treaties and normal relations be- 
tween nations no guarantee against 
wars (e.g. Iran-Iraq), but the best 
way tg secure peace and prolong it 
as long as possible, is creating condi- 
tions that will make its violation haz- 
ardous, or at the least, unprofitable, 
for the potential aggressor. 

A classic example of this was 
Egypt, whose defeat at the end of 
the Yom Kippur War and its urgent 
need for American aid, persuaded it 
that peace was the “means” that 
would permit it to “live” - even 
though some of the basic conflicts 
with Israel were not resolved. (This 
also means, of course, that should 
one day Egyptian policy-makers see 
their interests in a different light ~ or 
Israel appear to them to be weaker — 
peace could be endangered.) 

There is no greater danger to the 
survival of a people and a country 


Ἴ than perceiving peace as an abstract 


ideal in itself, for which one should 
be prepared to sacrifice almost ev- 
erything else - including supposedly 
“outdated concepts of security" 
(not to mention matters of purely 
“symbolic” or “sentimental” nature 
~ such as Jerusalem — which are not 
rooted in defence), 

Henry Kissinger recently men- 
tioned the case of Czechoslovakia 
which was forced, by an internation- 
al conference, namely the Munich 
Conference of 1938, to harid over to 
Germany strategic areas vital to its 
security “for the sake of peace,” 
only to be completely overrun by 
the latter a year later. 

In a private meeting with Ameri- 
can Jewish leaders, Kissinger said 
that international guarantees were 
“not worth a damn — they can only 
be used to stop Israel from appropri- 
ately defending itself.” 

It is therefore evident that — con- 
trary to Reagan's above statement 
or to the slogans of Peace Now ~ it 
isn't peace that is security but the 
other way round: security is ἃ pre- 
condition for peace! 

This brings us to the recently pub- 
lished manifesto of a group calling 
itself The Council for Peace and Se- 
curity. ‘Political arrangements must 
be arrived at as well as solutions 
combining peace and security” -- 
states the opening sentence of the 


manifesto. 

So far so’good, but then we are 
told: “In the 40th year of our inde- 
pendence, the time has come for a 
new era, in which Israel will rediréct 
its efforts away from the Arab-Jew- 
ish conflict towards the building of 
an exemplary society: from invest- 
ments in defence to investments in 
industry, welfare ‘and immigra- 
fon...” And you ask yourself: Is this 
just naiveté ~ or is it humbug? Had it 
depended on us, would Israel not 
have preferred to redirect its efforts 
away from the Arab-Jewish conflict 
toward more constructive 
objectives? 

Are the authors of the manifesto 
telling us that if Israe] is still not at 
peace, and if it still must devote its

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resources to security — Israel is to 
blame for that and not the Arabs? 
Indeed, this is what the manifesto 
seem to imply — for, in its words, it is 
Israel's “stubborn holding on to fer- 
ritories which will not only prevent 
the coming of peace but also reduce 
its security.” 

The council is chaired by Aluf 
(res.) Aharon Yariv, head of Tel 
Aviv University’s prestigious Jaffee 
Centre for Strategic Studies, whose 
expertise in security matters is leg- 
end. It is therefore to the point to 
mention a paper published some 
time ago under the auspices of that 
same institution, by Aluf (res.) Arye 
Shalev: “The West Bank — Line of 
Defence.” The basic military and 
Strategic analysis contained in this 
Study is still valid. For example: “‘Ju- 
dea and Samaria command the flat 
part of the coastal plain... the fact 
that this flat and narrow region, bor- 
dering on Judea and Samaria, also 
constitutes the vital area of the State 
of Israel, is very significant. Within 
the area extending from Zichron 
Ya’acov in the north to Ofakim in 
the south, are 67 per cent of Israel's 
population and 80 per cent of its 
industrial plants.” 

Most important is the author's 
conclusion: “The main significance 
of this is that against an enemy with 
offensive capacity, Israel is lacking 
in sufficient depth for defence in the 
coastal plain bordering on Judea 
and Samaria... moreover, an enemy 
who knows that he can achieve his 
Strategic objective by a tactical 
move of cutting Israel in two in its 
vital area, or by conquest of parts of 
this area — will have a powerful in- 
centive to do so. The awareness of 
this alone could increase the likeli- 
hood of war and decrease the 


chance of opting for the 
Process.” pe tas 
WHAT HAS CHANGED since 
these words were written? Has the 
topography of the country been al- 
tered? Has Arab enmity toward Is- 
rael disappeared? Have the dangers 
facing us on the eastern front faded 
away? (The Iraqis alone now have 
three times as divisions as they 
had when the study was prepared.) 
Is it not as true as before that local 
wars (e.g. the Iraq-Iran war) will 
continue to be determined mainly 
on the ground and not by launching 
missiles? . 


In truth, it must be said that most 
of these spokesmen do not talk of 
abandoning αἰ! the territories; they 
proclaim their undying faith in “ter 
Titorial compromise.” adding that 
the Jordan River must be “the seco- 
tity border of Israel.” The sad truth, 
however, Middle East experts 
know only too well, is that “territo- 
tial compromise” is a dead horse ~ 


- Was it ever ἃ live one? There is not ἃ 


single Arab party which is willing to 
discuss territorial compromise with 
Israel — neither Jordan, nor the Pal- 
estinian Arabs, nor Egypt. All Israel 
governments, including the one 
headed by Menachem Begin, sent 
out feelers to explore such a possi- 
bility, only to encounter absolute 
rejection. ὲ 
Kisisnger has defined the ques- 
tion as follows: If Hussein refuses to 
give up territory to Israel at an inter- 
national conference, what happens 
then? According to the Peres formu- 
la, Israel would have the right to say 
that nobody could talk from that 
point on. That simply cannot be 
done. For that matter, Israel just 
walking out of the conference is ri- 
diculous.” Kissinger then goes on to 
point out that all the governments 
involved in the proposed interna- 


tional conference favour Israel's re- - 


tum to the 1967 borders, adding 
that, in bis opinion, “Jsrael could 


Bo 
mer secretary of state, Cyrus Vance, 
have repeated this view in their re- 
cent joint article in Newsweek, stat- 
ing that “a return to Israel’s pre- 
1967 borders would not be 
compatible with Israels survival.” 


THUS, EVEN from the point of 


view of intellectual honesty, the . 


question arises whether the authors 
of the above-mentioned manifesto, 
or the politicians who advance terti- 
torial compromise as a realistic op- 
tion, are ignorant of the fact that 
even shouid everybody in Israel 
agree to it, the whole thing just iso’t 
on?

BETWEEN THE middle of March 
and the end of April, I had occasion 
to travel between Jerusalem and 
Beit El about 10 times. Except for a 
couple of detours through side 
streets of AJ-Bira, my travel was 
confined to the main highway. For 
those Israelis who live or work in the 
area, such excursions hardly merit 
mentioning. Still, they did bring me 
slightly closer to events than are the 
vast majority of Israelis, whose only 
exposure to the intifada is through 
the media. 

On one occasion, my bus was 
stoned. The driver pulled up, a few 
soldiers jumped out, fired into the 
air and sent the perpetrator -- ἃ small 
boy — scurrying into his house for 


On another day, just after Abu 
Jihad ws killed, many Arab homes 
showed a piece of biack cloth fiut- 
tering in the wind. slightly separated 
from the other laundry hanging on 
rooftop clothes-lines. For the most 
part, however, the situation ap- 
peared normal, or at least whar 
passes for normality in these times — 
very light Arab traffic, shops usually 
shuttered, several checkpoints on the 
road, and the heightened presence 
of security forces. I encountered no 
demonstrations, no burning tyres, 
no clouds of tear gas, and no crowds 
of troops or TV cameramen. To this 


casual observer, the most visible | 


manifestation of the uprising was 
“the war of the walls." - 
Palestinian sloganeeers have 
clearly been busy. Once in a while, 
their most recent handiwork can still 
be read hastily scrawled slogans in 
Arabic calling for the continuation 
of the itifada, the end of the occu- 
pation, support for Arafat or the 
PLO, and the creation of a Palestin- 
ian state. The authorities, however,

have decided that this form of pro- 
test is too threatening to be tolerat- 
ed (although it’s not obvious which 
audience must be sheltered from 
these sentiments — foreigners, Israe- 
lis, or other Palestinians), and with- 
in a very short time, the only evi- 
dence that a Palestinian slogan had 
Gnce adomed the wall is a streak of 
fresh paint. 

Of course, the new paint almost 

‘never matches the rest of the wall, 
so though the words themselves 
have been covered up, the act of 
censorship has not. And since it 
doesn’t take much imagination on 
anyone's part to guess what used to 
be there, it's not altogether clear 
how worthwhile this exercise is. 

A charitable argument could be 
that such slogans are a threat to 
public order because they incite and 
provoke, thereby encouraging even 
more violence. On these grounds, 


wall slogans might promise; after 
all, Israel has no legal obligation to 
protect free political debate, at least 
in the territories under military rule. 

This hypothesis (the security ex- 
planation) would be easier to sustain 
if only Palestinian slogancers and 
Israeli authorities were involved. 
There is, however, a third party to 
“the war of the walls” — the Hebrew 
sloganeers. Their work is much less 
ubiquitous. Jt is also less hurried. In 
a bus shelter near Beit El, someone 
had written “Arabs to Arabia” 
(Aravim Le-Arav) in exquisite cal-

In that sense, they may tell us even 
more about Israeli attitudes to peace 
than about Palestinian attitudes.
